Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 4, 14, 17, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Ogura(U. S. 5,019,916). 

With respect to claims 4, 14, 17, and 30, Ogura discloses an image processing apparatus 
comprising input means (203) for inputting image data; means for detecting the size of input 
image data (column 17, lines 23-28); manual feeding means for receiving and feeding manually 
loaded recording material of various sizes (column 4, line 67 to colimin 5, line 7 and column 10, 
lines 51-55); means for determining based on the size of the image data detected by the size 
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detection means, a recording material size appropriate for recording the image data (column 16, 
lines 31-51 and column 17, lines 7-28), and means for displaying the determined recording 
material size (column 7, lines 18-37). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 18-29 and 31 are allowed.
